Had we called the next day 
after crossloi; tbe ls>tb Meridian, Frl* 
day, June Tib, and had say arrived In 
San Francisco on Saturday, June 15tb, j 
It would have in reality been Friday 
June Hib, or In other words we 
would have been just hours ahead of 
lime. Ooe ffalns 24 hours circling ibu 
globe traveling Fast and loses 24 hours 
making tbe circuit In a Westerly di- 
rection. We have been living very 
rotten ever since coming aboard the 
“Buford," but thank God it will soon 
come to an end. Tbe grub dished out 
to us is of the very worst and oftimes 
nauseating. We expect to be in San 
Francisco In nine or 10 more days and 
then a week at the longest to wind up 
our military career We are very anx- 
ious to beat tbe 4drd and 4Tib Infan- 
tries Into Manila. If we do we will 
have the honor of being the first regi- 
ment to carry tbe start and stripes 
around the world— not only that but tbe 
first military organization of any na- 
tion to encircle tbe globe There would 
have been no doubt but what we would 
have gotten the honors, had we not en- 
countered tbe Northern storms. As It 
IS we naturally fear we, or both of tbe 
rival regiments, will beat us In. 

We tied up to the Honolulu docks at 
H I*. M. last evening. Sighted tbe Ha- 
waiian arcbl|icllgo early yesterday 
mo'olng being tbe first land in Is days 
— during this long time, nothing visi- 
ble but clouds and water, as but very 
little sky was seen from Japan to Ha- 
waii. We coasted along near the coast 
of Nippon on tbe 2'th of May.

Before annexation, 
he was president of tbe Hawaiian Ue- 
publlc, having succeeded tjueeo Lll 
after her dethronement In the early 
ninetlrs All newspaper readers are 
too familiar with those exulting davs In 
which the duskv iiueen and Grover 
Cleveland, then president, figured so 
prominently.
